fHE  4  ELECTION  *  OF  + 1890. 


Appended  is  a  brief  historical,  non-partisan  sketch  of  the  occurrences  following  the 
State  Election  of  1890.  It  has  been  carefully  prepared,  and  is  given  because  of 
general   interest,  aside  from  politics  : 

The  Law  requires  the  Moderators  of  Electors'  Meetings  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  two  sets  of  returns  : 
One  giving  the  number  of  votes  counted  for  each  candidate,  and  the  other  showing  the  number  of  names  on  the 
registry  list,  the  number  checked  as  having  voted,  the  number  not  checked,  the  number  of  ballots  found  in  the 
box,  and  the  number  not  counted  with  the  reason  of  their  rejection. 

The  first  of  these  returns  showed  an  apparent  majority  for  the  following  persons: — For  Governor,  Luzon 
B.  Morris,  26;  for  Lieut-Governor,  Joseph  W.  Alsop,  559;  for  Secretary,  John  J.  Phelan,  544;  for  Treasurer, 
Marvin  H.  Sanger,  290  ;  for  Comptroller,  Nicholas  Staub,  1662. 

The  second  set  of  returns  showed  that  1,289  votes  cast  for  the  general  ticket  were  rejected  by  Moderators. 

Of  these  more  than  100  were  rejected  because  the  word  "for"  preceded  the  title  of  the  office  voted  for 
on  the  ballot;  several  hundred  were  rejected  for  reasons  not  specifically  stated,  and  136  were  rejected  in 
Bridgeport  as  "marked"  that  it  has  since  been  shown  bore  only  a  slight  press  mark.  It  was  discovered  after  the 
canvass  was  made  up  that  there  was  an  error  in  the  return  of  the  presiding  officer  in  Milford,  and  an  error  in 
footing  by  the  counters  in  Norwich. 

The  Republicans  took  the  ground  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  ( ieneral  Assembly  to  examine  the  returns,  and 
after  correcting  such  errors  as  were  discovered,  declare  in  accordance  with  the  facts  found. 

The  Democrats  held  that  the  declaration  must  be  made  from  the  tabulated  list  of  votes  returned  as  counted 
by  the  Moderators  ;  that  the  General  Assembly  had  no  power  to  overrule  the  decision  of  a  presiding  officer  as 
to  the  legality  of  a  ballot,  and  that  the  returns  showing  the  number  of  ballots  not  counted  were  not  authorized 
by  the  Constitution  and  ought  not  to  be  considered. 

When  the  General  Assembly  convened  in  January,  1891,  the  returns  were,  as  usual,  transmitted  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  by  the  Secretary.  Following  custom,  that  body  referred  these  returns  to  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Canvass  of  Votes  for  State  Officers  and  sent  them  to  the  Senate  for  concurrent  action. 

The  Senate  refused  to  concur,  but  raised  a  Senate  Committee  to  whom  the  returns  were  referred,  and  this 
Committee  reported  the  Democratic  candidates  all  elected  and  the  Senate  so  declared. 

The  House  insisted  upon  the  reference  to  the  Joint  Committee  and  an  examination  by  that  Committee  of 
all  the  returns. 

Both  Houses  adhering  to  the  positions  thus  taken,  a  "  dead-lock  "  was  the  result. 

Later  on  the  Senate  took  independent  action,  declared  by  Senate  resolutions  that  the  Democratic  candidates 
were  elected  and  swore  them  in. 

Quo-warranto  proceedings  have  since  been  brought  to  establish  Judge  Morris's  title  to  the  office  of 
Governor,  and  Mr.  Phelan  against  Secretary  Walsh,  and  by  Mr.  Sanger  against  Treasurer  Henry. 

When  all  efforts  looking  toward  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  seemed  unavailing  the  House  referred 
the  canvass  of  votes  to  a  committee  of  its  own,  which  committee  reported  that  Nicholas  Staub  had  a  majority 
for  Comptroller  greater  than  the  rejected  ballots  in  dispute. 

A  joint  resolution  declaring  Mr.  Staub  elected  passed  the  House,  and  Mr  Staub.  with  Comptroller  Wright's 
concurrence,  afterwards  took  the  office  and  has  transacted  its  business. 

Meantime  the  other  state  offices  have  been  administered  by  the  Republican  incumbents  elected  in  1888. 
They  claim  that  the  Constitution  and  law  required  them  to  hold  over  till  their  successors  are  legally  elected  and 
qualified. 
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the  /Etna  Life  afterward  becoming  vacant  by 
the  retirement  of  Thomas  O.  Enders,  Mr. 
Bulkeley  was  induced  to  transfer  his  abilities  to 
that  position.  The  unexampled  success  that 
has  followed  his  management  of  the  Company's 
affairs,  although  its  business  previously  was 
gratifyingly  large,  is  another  tribute  to  his  rare 
business  qualities. 

Mr.  Bulkeley  having  made  municipal  prob- 
lems a  matter  of  conscientious  study,  became 
Councilman,  Alderman,  and  finally  for  eight 
years,  Mayor  of  Hartford.  As  Mayor  of  the 
city  he  exercised  a  watchful  care  over  income 
and  expenditure,  advocating  such  measures, 
irrespective  of  partizan  considerations,  as  would 
advance  the  interests  of  the  municipality.  It 
was  not  long  after  his  retirement  from  the 
mayorship  that  his  friends  began  to  mention 
him  for  the  gubernatorial  chair.  He  received 
a  very  flattering  vote  and  was  nominated  by 
acclamation  and  subsequently  elected. 

The  mental  and  physical  ability  to  which  Mr. 
Bulkeley  owes  his  success  in  life  is  an  inheri- 
tance from  a  long  line  of  brilliant  ancestors. 
He  comes  from  an  old  and  honorable  family, 
both  in  England  and  America.  The  first  emi- 
grant was  Rev.  Peter  Bulkeley,  who  came  to 
New  England  in  1634.  He  bought  of  the 
Indians  rich  farming  lands  on  the  Concord 
(Mass.)  River.  A  year  later  he  founded  Con- 
cord.     Here,  after  a  life  of  much  usefulness,  he 


died  in  1659.  He  was  an  excellent  scholar. 
Rev.  Gershom  Bulkeley,  prominent  in  Con- 
necticut colonial  history,  was  his  son.  This 
divine  married  the  daughter  of  President 
Chauncey,  of  Harvard  College.  His  son,  Rev. 
John  Bulkeley,  was  first  minister  of  Colchester, 
Conn.,  the  date  being  1703.  His  son  John  was 
known  as  Hon.  Judge  Bulkeley,  Esq.,  of  Col- 
chester. Judge  Bulkeley's  son  Eliphalet  was 
the  father  of  John  Charles  of  Colchester,  who 
married  Sally  Taintor  of  that  town.  Among 
their  children  was  Eliphalet  A.,  whose  career  is 
well  known  to  the  older  residents  of  Hartford 
and  Connecticut.  He  became  a  lawyer,  inter- 
ested himself  in  politics  and  financial  matters, 
and  was  always  esteemed  the  clearest  headed 
man  of  affairs  anywhere  to  be  found.  He  was 
the  first  president  of  the  /Etna  Life  Insurance 
Company,  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the 
Republican  party  of  this  state,  and  was  the  first 
Republican  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  1857. 

Owing  to  the  failure  of  the  General  Assembly 
to  declare  who  was  legally  elected  his  successor, 
Governor  Bulkeley  has  continued  to  administer 
the  office  up  to  the  present  time.  His  manly 
course  in  the  face  of  the  most  trying  difficulties 
has  greatly  strengthened  him  with  his  party 
and  compelled  the  respect  and  admiration  of 
even  his  political  enemies. 
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He  was  Senator  from  the  Fourth  senatorial 
district  in  1872,  being  elected  by  a  majority  of 
500  in  a  district  that  was  heavily  Democratic. 
As  to  General  Merwin's  claims  to  the  gov- 
ernorship, the  decisions  and  findings  of  the 
Courts  in  cases  already  determined  and  heard, 
clearly  show  that  there  was   a   failure  to  elect  a 


Governor  by  the  people  in  November,  1890, 
and  that  Lieutenant-Governor  Merwin  would 
certainly  have  been  chosen  by  the  General 
Assembly  except  for  the  obstinate  opposition  of 
the  Democratic  Senate  which  refused  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  usual  manner  of  determining,  and 
declaring  the  result  of  the  election. 
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to  earn  more  money.  In  this  way  he  struggled  on 
for  two  years.  Then  he  left  the  Normal  School 
and  resumed  teaching  until  the  spring  of  1877. 
He  had  long  entertained  thoughts  of  fitting  him- 
self for  the  bar,  having  been  advised  thereto  by 
friends  who  were  convinced  that  such  was  his 
life's  work,  so  clear  and  logical  was  his  mind, 
so  strong  his  gifts  of  analysis  and  argument. 
At  length  his  opportunity  had  come,  and  in 
1877  he  began  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of 
Colonel  H.  W.  R.  Hoyt,  at  Greenwich.  In 
1880  Mr.  Walsh  was  admitted  to  the  Fairfield 
County  bar,  and  it  was  not  a  matter  of  surprise 
that  the  older  lawyer  immediately  took  him  into 
partnership;  nor,  so  careful  had  been  his  train- 
ing, that  after  two  years  the  future  Senator  and 
reviser  of  the  Statutes  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility of  a  law  office  of  his  own  in  the  same 
town  It  is  not  strange  that  one  of  Mr.  Walsh's 
resources  should  have  taken  to  politics.  He 
was  a  campaign  speaker  for  Garfield  in  1880, 
and  the  same  year  was  chosen  member  of  the 
State  Central  Committee  for  the  Twelfth  district. 
He  has  been  re-elected  ever  since. 

In  1884  he  was  again  on  the  stump,  and  that 
year  was  first  chosen  to  the  State  Senate.  In 
this  contest  his  popularity  was  well  attested. 
He  ran  ahead  of  his  ticket,  and  when  returned, 
in  1886,  for  a  second  term,  closing  January  1, 
1889,  the  gain  was  larger.  At  the  session  of 
1885  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Incorporations,  filling  that  arduous  position  with 


much  skill.  In  1886  and  1887  he  was  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  and  leader  of 
the  Senate. 

His  reports  were  admired  for  their  perspicac- 
ity, and  his  explanations  always  explained,  so 
that  even  a  layman  could  understand  intricate 
legal  points.  In  1887,  he  was,  in  addition, 
president  pro  tempore,  in  which  position  his 
rulings  were  universally  acceptable. 

In  1885,  Governor  Harrison  appointed  him  a 
member  of  the  Commission  to  Revise  the  Stat- 
utes. To  this  work,  though  young,  he  brought 
a  trained  mind,  with  its  necessarily  clear  judg- 
ment, and  the  success  of  the  revision  is  in  a 
large  measure  due  to  his  active  co-operation 
with  his  fellow  revisers.  Since  1882,  he  has 
been  corporation  counsel  of  the  town  and  bor- 
ough of  Greenwich.  He  is  also  a  director  and 
attorney  of  the  Greenwich  Trust,  Loan,  and 
Deposit  Company.  His  practice  is  lucrative 
and  embraces  all  kinds  of  causes  in  all  the 
courts  of  tlie  State.  Probably  no  lawyer  of  his 
years  stands  higher  or  has  a  more  extensive 
business  at  the  Fairfield  County  bar.  Although 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  has  been  honored 
by  many  worthy  persons,  it  neither  has  had, 
nor  will  have,  any  worthier  incumbent  than 
Hon.  Robert  Jay  Walsh  of  Greenwich. 

Mr.  Walsh  has  continued  to  hold  the  office 
of  Secretary  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  make  the  usual  declaration  as 
to  who  was  his  legally  elected  successor.

Was  born  in  New  Haven,  December  30,  1848, 
and  has  been  engaged  in  business  in  the  city 
of  Hartford  since  1865.  He  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  Kellogg  &  Bulkeley,  the  large  firm  of 
lithographers  and  printers,  in  1868,  and  when 
the  company  was  incorporated,  1871,  was 
elected  to  the  responsible  offices  of  secretary 
and  treasurer,  and  has  held  the  positions  ever 
since,  having  had  an  uninterrupted  connection 
with  the  company  of  twenty-three  years.  Gen- 
eral Fenn  is  a  genial  club-man,  an  excellent 
officer,  and  very  popular  among  his  associates 
in  business,  political,  or  military  life.  He  has 
been  quite  active  in  politics,  having  been  chair- 
man of  the  Republican  town  committee  of 
Hartford  for  two  years.  As  Councilman  from 
the  second  ward,  the  largest  in  the  city,  he 
served  two  terms.  During  the  session  of  1889- 
90  he  represented  the  town  of  Wethersfield  in 
the  General  Assembly.  The  General's  military 
record  is  a  most  enviable  one, — a  record  of 
which  he  may  be  justly  proud.  While  con- 
nected with  the  First  Regiment  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  regimental  rifle  team,  and  one  of  the 
winners  in  the  brigade  tournament  of  1888.

He  resided  at  Brooklyn 
and  at  Irvington,  X.  Y.,  until  [861,  when  he 
entered  the  United  States  military  service, 
receiving  the  appointment  of  First  Lieutenant 
in  the  Twelfth  Infantry,  May  14,  [861.  lie 
was  assigned  to  recruiting  and  mustering  duty 
at  Albany,  X.  Y.,  Pottsville,  Pa.,  and  at  Wil- 
mington, Del.,  until  January,  [863,  when  he 
joined  his  regiment  in  the  Army  (if  the 
Potomac,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battles  of 
Chancellorsville  and  Gettysburg.  lie  was  on 
duty  in  New  York  city  during  the  draft  of  [863. 
In  June  of  that  year  he  was  promoted  to  a 
Captaincy  in  the  Twelfth  Infantry,  and  was  also 
on   detached    service  al    Fort    Wood,   Bedloe's 


Island,  Xew  York  Harbor,  as  Post  Quarter- 
master. At  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness,  May 
4,  1864,  he  was  wounded  twice,  and  lost  his 
left  leg  by  amputation  in  consequence  of 
wounds.  He  was  assigned  to  duty  at  Phila- 
delphia as  assistant  to  the  chief  mustering 
officer  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania, 
December,  1  864,  and  remained  there  one  year. 
Subsequently  he  was  assigned  to  duty  at  Fort 
Hamilton  and  at  Washington,  remaining  at  the 
latter  post  until  May,  [866.  He  was  afterwards 
on  general  recruiting  service  until  December, 
[867.  At  the  reorganization  of  the  army  he 
was  transferred  to  the  30th  United  States 
Infantry.  He  was  brevetted  Major  for  gallant 
and  meritorious  services  at  Gettysburg,  and  re- 
ceived the  brevet  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
for  gallantry  at  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness. 

In  February,  [868,  he  was  relieved  from 
active  service  and  placed  upon  the  retired  list, 
United  States  Army,  on  account  of  incapacity 
resulting  from  wounds,  in  accordance  with  an 
act  of  Congress.  Colonel  Morgan  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Quartermaster-General  by 
General  Harbison  in  January,  [881,  and  is  one 
of  the  ablest  officers  in  the  service  of  the 
National  Guard.  lie  held  the  same  office 
under  General  Olmstead,  and  was  reappointed 
by  General  William  B.  Kudd.  lie  is  a  cousin 
of  Governor  ami  General  Bulkeley.  I  lis  father, 
Nathan  1).
